3 al grand fquares or areas of different fhapes as they are laid 
down, were firft determined on the moft advantageous ground, com- 
manding the moft extenfive profpeéts, and the better fufceptible of 
fuch improvements as the various interefts of the feveral objects may 
require, 

il. Lines or avenues of dire&: communication have been devifed to 
conneét the feparate and moft diftant objc&s with the principals, and 
to preferve through the whole a reciprocity of fight at the fame time. 
Attention has been paid to the paffing of thofe leading avenucs over 
the moft favourable ground for profpeé and convenience, 

III. North and fouth lines, interfeéted by others running due eaft 
and weft, make the diftribution of the city into ftreets, {quares, &c. 
and thofe lines have been fo combined as to mect at certain givert 
points with thofe divergent avenucs, fo as to form on the {paces 
“firft determined,” the different fquarcs, or areas, which are all pro- 
portional in magnitude to the number f avenues leading to them, 

Breaptu Of the Srreers. 

Every grand tramfverfe avenue, and every principal divergent one, 

fuch as the communication from the Prefident’s houfe to the Congrefs

In order to execute the above plan, Mr. Ellicott drew a true merid- 
ian line by celeftial obfervation, which paffes through the area intend- 
ed for the Congrefs houfe; this line he croffed by another due eaft'and 
weft, and which paffes through the fame area. Thefe lines were ag- 
curately meafi eo | and made the bafes on which the whole plan was 
executed, He ranall the lines by a tranfit inftrument, and determined 
the acute angles by actual meafurement, and left nothing to the uncer- 
tainty of the compafs. ae

It will 
likewife be a proper fhelter for fuch monuments as were voted by the 
Jate Continental Congrefs, for thofe heroes who fell in the caufe of 
liberty, and for fuch others as may hereafter be decreed by the voice 
of a grateful nation. 

E, E. E.E. &. Five grand fountains, intended with a conftant {pout 
of water. N. B. There are within the limits of the city 25 good {fprings 
ef excellent water, abundantly fupplied in the drieft feafon of the year. 

F, A grand cafcade, fermed of the water of the fources of the Tiber. 

G. G. Public walk, being a fquare of 1200 feet, through which 
earriages may afcend to the upper fquare of the federal houfe. 

H. A grand avenue 400 feet in breadth, and about a mile in length 
bordered with gardens ending in a flope from the houfes on each fide : 
This avenue leads to the monument A, and connefts the Congrefs 

arden with the 

I. Prefident’s park and the 

K. Well improved ficld, being a part of the walk from the Prefi- 
dent’s houfe of about 1800 fect in breadth, and three fourths of a mile 
inlength. Every lot deep coloured red, with green plots, defignates 
fome of the fituations which command the moft agreeable profpeéts, 
and which are beft calculated for fpacious houfes and gardens, fuch as 
may accommodate foreign minifters, @c. 

lL, Around this f{quare, and all along the 

M. Avenue from the two bridges to the federal houfe, the pave- 
ments on each fide will pafs underan arched way, under whofe cover. 
fhops will be moft conveniently and agreeably fituated : This ftreet is 
iGo feet in breadth, and a mile long. 

The fifteen fquares coloured yellow, are propofed to be divided 


among the feveral States in the Union, for each of them to improve, or 
fubfcribe 
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fubfcribe a fum additional to the value of the land for that purpofe, 
and the improvements round the {quares to be completed in a limit- 
ed time. 

The center of each fquare will admit of ftatues, columns, obclifks, 
or any other Ornaments, fuch as the different States may choofe to 
ereét, to perpetuate not only the memory of fuch individuals whole 
councils or military atchicvments were Sperperon in giving liberty 
and independence to this country ; but thofe whofe ufcfulnefs hath 
rendered them worthy of imitation; to invite the youth of fucceed- 
ing generations to tread in the paths of thofe fages or heroes whom 
their counrty have theught proper to celebrate. 

The fituation of thofe {quares is fuch, that they are the moft ad- 
vantageoufly and reciprocally feen from each other, and as equally 
diftributed over the whole city diftri€@t, and conneéted by {pacious 
avenues round the grand federal improvements, and’as contiguous to 
them, and at the fame time as equally diftant from cach other as cir- 
eumftances would admit. The {ettlements round thefe fquares muit 
foon become conneéted, 

The mode of taking poffeffion of, and improving the whole diftrifét 
at firft, muft leave to poiterity a grand idea of the patriotic interest 
which promoted it, 

The {mall {paces coloured red, are intended for the ufe of ail relig- 
ious denominations, on which they are to ereét places of worfhip, and 
are propofed to be alloted to them in the manner as thofe coloured 
yellow are to the different States in the Union: but no burying-grounds 
will be admitted within the limits ef the city, an appropriation being in- 
tended for that purpofe without, 

N. B. There are a number of fquares, or areas, unappropriated, 
and in fituations proper for colleges and academies, in which every 
fociety, whofe objeét is national, may be accommodated. 

Every houfe within the city will ftand fquare on the ftreets, and 
every lot on the divergent avenues will run {quare with their fronts ; 
on the moft acute angle, will not meafure tefs than 56 feet, and may 
well be above 140 feet, 

Some of the ftreets running north and fouth, and eaft and weft, are 
about 1200 poles, and the iranf{verfe ftrects about 1300 poles.

X. Tiber creek. ‘The water of this creek is intended to be convey- 
ed on the high ground where the Congrefs houfe ftands, and after wa- 
tering that part of the city, its overplus will fall from under the befe 
of the edifice, and in a cafcade of 20 feet in height, and 50 in breadth 
into the refervoir below, thence to run in three falls through the gar- 
dens into the grand canal. . 

The perpendicular height of the ground where the Congrefs houfe 
ftands, 1s above the tide of Tiber creek 78 feet. 

Perpen dicular height of the weft branch above the tide in Tiber 
creck, 115 feet, 7 inches and two eighths. | 

This branch and that of the Tiber is intended to be conveyed to th 
Prefident’s houfe. =f

Lottery Oyfter ftalls, by which the fortunate may get five guineas 
for three pennyworth: of oyfters. 

To complete this curious catalogue, am old Woman, who keeps 2 
faufage fall in one of the Tittle alleys leading to Smithfield, wrote on 
her door in chalk, “* Lottery faufages, or five fhillings to be gained for 
** a farthing relifh, ”

lowing in{ftance is worthy of perpetual remembrance : 
_ TWO LIVES SAVED AT ONCE. 

“ELEANOR SALAWAY amarricd woman, in the winter, coming 
from Port{mouth (England ) over the mill-bridge, in the evening, being 
in liquor, unfortunately quitted the hold fhe had of her companion’s 
aym, flipped down, fell under the chain into the mill-pond, and funk 
immediately,’ Every attempt to find her was fruitlefs for half an hour. 
Stephen Pickanel, whoft arm fhe had held of, was feized by the peo- 
ple affembled on the occafion, delivered to the town guard, and com- 
mitted to prifon, charged with her niurder, by fome perfons who were 
near, at the time of the accident, and who from fome high words 
which they heard pafs between them, infifted that he threw her in. 
A gentleman coming by, and inquiring the reafon of fo many perfons. 
beiny collected, offered half a crown to anv lad why would fuffer 
himfelf to be held by the feet, with his head downward, to feel for the 
woman. ‘This fcheme being adopted fhe was difcovered and drawn 
out, apparently dead, Doétor Gafelle being fent for, fhe was carried 
to a houfe, {tripped of her wet clothes, vlaced before a fire, on a bed, 
between two blankets; and fome female affiftance being procured, 
the various means recommended by the Humane Society were employ- 
¢|, for more than an hour, when fymptoms of returning life appeared. 
About eleven o’clock, fhe was capable of {peaking and telling in what 
manner the accident happened; upon which the Doftor wroie to the 
town clerk, and procured the liberation of Pickanel, who might other- 
wile have luffered an ignomminious death.”

The following report of Mr. Mipperon, who was fent by Mr. Exzrcot 
to the Creck nation—a talk received by Major Caz, at the Rock Land- 
ing—and a letter addreffed to the commifioners of the United States for 
running the boundary line, were handed to us by a gentleman lately from 
the Rock Landing. i be 4 
REPORT or Mr. MIDDLETON. 
()* my arrival I was advifed by Mr. Durovzeaux not to proceed 
to General M’Gitvivray with the letters, left I fhould, get rob- 
bed on thesway ; Gut to fend an Indian, which I did do, with the dif- 
patches, committed to my charge. The heads of the towns were at 
this time gone to a talk to be hele at the half way houfe, where the 
heads of the Upper and Lower Towns were to hold a meeting, and 
confult whether they fhould take Bow ves’ talk or not. ) 

On meeting, the Mad Dog and Tame King ef the Upper Towns, 
afked the Lower, whether they had already takem Bow xes’ talks, 
where the letters were which this great man had fent them, and 
where the white man was, whowas to read thofe letters? The Indian in 
Bow zs’ employ anfwered, he was to give them the talk :. They made 
a laugh of this, and faid they could hear his mouth every day—they 
had come there to fee thofe letters, and hearthem read: And upon 
titis moft of the Chicfs of the Upper Fowns left the meeting, the ew 
who remained took the talk, It was agreed thata talk fhould be held 
at the. point, to know. whether Bewxes, who had not got the nation 
generally tortalk his talks, would-then proceed-to do what he could for 
them according to his promife. The anfwer was, he had got all he 
warited to join him, and he fhould put the big. feal to the talk, and 
fend it over the big water tothe big man, and that he, Bowngs, 
would alfo write to Georgia to have their lands given up, and if they 
did not, he would write to England for afiiftance. to. have their lands 
taken back again. He then sdvifed them-in the mean time to go a 
hunting ; but charged them to be peaceable; not to iteal horfes, aud to 
be friendly to the white people, that it was not his talks to kil! or fteal. 
He alfotold them that he had fix thoufand men on the iffands, and: he 
could get men by fending for them, if thofe were not enough.;. that, 
whew he fhould bring his mem there, if any of the Indians chole to 
join him they snight, if not they might fit full. Bowsesallo informed 
te Indians that he was about to fend letters for Georgia, and had point- 
ed out an Indian who could talle Englith, to bring thein ; the Indian thus 
appointed, informed Durxovzeawx he fhould carry them to Beard’s 
Blaff; but Durouzeavx dire&ed him to carry them to the Rock 
Landing ; and it was believed the letters were fent off when I leit the 
towns. ‘Lhe Indian who earried the difpatches to General M’Giiut- 
vrav, found the General indifpofed, he read the letters, and told the 
Indian he would make fome letters in the morning.; the Indian accor- 


dingly waited till after breakfa#t, when M’Gintiveray told him the 


Yudians had thrown his talks away; they had riade him afhamed im 
his 
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Jeis-own country, and a liar to the white people ; that they had taken 
a ftranger’s talks, and thrown away his, and now he had thrown theirs 
away, they might get fome body elfe to make talks and letters for 
them. He then declared he fhould leave the nation ; a good many of 
the heads of the Upper Towns being prefent, craved him to fay ; but 
he would not liften to them; thofe among them, he faid, which he 
thought to be fenfible men, had taken a ftranger’s talk, aman who had 
deceived. him once by telling him he was a great man, and when he 
afked for his commifflion, faid, he had left it at home :—That by the 
fpring he expetted to fee them all killed or drove, and then they 
would be glad to hear his talks ;—for when the Great King was here 
with all his people, and had fuch of the Indians as chofe to join to 
aft, the Americans drove him and his people away, and what could 
they, with a handful of men, expeét to do againft the Amefcans ? that 
he had kept peace for them a long time, but they would not find it fo 
hereafter. 





A TALK,. 
Received ty Mayor Cart, Nov. 6, 1794. 

The White Bird King came over, attended by a Chief Warrior of 
the Culfferas, called the Mole, and George the Warrior, from the 
fame towns. 

The White Bird King began, and delivered a Talk from the Chicf 
King of the Cufaras, called the Big Little Man, which amounted to 
this; that they were for nothing but peace and quietnefs, and wifhed 
te take the white people all by the hand, and to keep a white path 
from here to the nation; that if a white man was killed above here, as 
was reported, they knew nothing of it; that the Coweras, to whom 
the debt was duc, had not yet fent out a party to take fatisfaétion. 

The Chief, called the Mole, delivered a letter from Bowles, (called 
by him the Lying Captain) direéted to the commiffioners of the United 
States, for fettling the boundary line, &c, &c. which was read, after 
which the White Bird King prefented Mr. Edlicot with a white wing, 
which the Mole had brought down as a token of friendship, and to be 
fent to Congrefs ; he alfo requefted fomething white in ruturn, to 
carry to the nation, to fhew that the path was white, 





USACHEES Oé, 20, 1793. 
By order of the Chiefs in council met. — 
Gentlemen, 

Feeling with the deepeft concern, the holtilities and bloodthed 
which have heen produced by the difference fubfifting between us and 
the United States, in all parts of our borders; we now offer our en- 
deavours, in behalf of the four nations, towards terminating the pref- 
ent war, and adjufting fuch terms of reconciliation, as may decide for- 
ever the matters now in difputc. 

You well know that the caufe of difcontent with us, has ever been 
the limits and borders of our country. Without entering into the 
particulars of this difpute, as it relates to the various parts of the in- , 
vilible line between us and the white people, we only beg you to con- 

fider 
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fider, whether on an infpeétion of the tap of this country, and ‘the 
hiftory of the two laft centuries, it does not appear, that of the twa 
people, it is the Indians, and not the white people, who have the moft 
yeafon to complain of ftraitened limits. We have retreated from the 
plain to the woods, from thence to the mountains, but no limits eftab- 
lifhed by nature or by compaét, have flayed the ambition, or fatisfied 
the avarice of your people. But there is a time when polical difor- 
ders have their end, as you yourfelfYhave experienced, and we look 
forward to. 

It is the folemn determination of all our chiefs, in council met, ta 
adhere to an. order fairly agreed upon; but fuch agreement muft be 
national atts, that have the concurrenee of the legiflative council of 
the nation, and not a clandeftine bargain with an unconnefted indi- 
vidual, as this prefent pretended convention with ALexaNnpER 
M’Gritirvray has been ; fuch tranfa&tions originate in fraud, and al- 
ways lead to animofities and bloodfhed. ; 

You fhould be reminded that when his Britannick Majefty had pof- 
feffions in the Carolinas, Georgia and the Floridas, he never claimed 
any fovereignty over thefe nations ; but we continued, during all that 
time, fpread over this country, and were confidered the lawful own- 
grs of all the land not fold by us to the Britifh fubje@s., 

We therefore conceive, and you weil know, that no fovereignty was 
ceded to you at the peace of 1783, except over fuch land as was pur- 
chafed by his Majelty’s fubjeéts by a folemn treaty; and that we are 
now, as we always have been, an independent and free people. _Know- 
ing this, and knowing our ability to maintain our inde endence, we 
view, with aftonifhment, the fteps taken by the United | States to rob 
us of our Jand. . 

We have before us an 4& paffed by the legiflative body of the ftate 
of Georgia, at Augufta, dated the eoth (December, 1780, entitled “ an 
aft for difpofing of certain vacant lands or territory within this ftate ;” 
We aé€tually fee our whole country laid into diftri€&ts, without confid- 
ering us to have any claim or right whatever tothe country which 
nature has beftowed upon us, and ef which oppreifion or prejudice a- 
jonc can attempt to rob us. We alfo fee that numbers of men have fol- 
emnly engaged themfelves, and are now forming plans, to get poffeffion 
of our lands; this we {ee ina publication of this year, extracted fromthe 
yninutes of the companies at Charlefton, dated te 14th January, and 
finally adjufied and agreed upon the 5th of April, and we at this 
time fee a military force brought within the borders of our cpuntry, 
who pretend to treat with us about a border to be obferved in fu- 
ture between us, 

Gentlemen—-we do not underfiand your prefent proceedings ; 
but as it is gur wifh to put an end to further bloodfhed, we propofe 
therefere that you fhould appoint one or more perfons, duly authori- 
zed by the Conarefs of the United States, to treat with the Chiefs in 
council wet at the Ufachees, where all public bu finefs will be tranfa&- 
ed as fopn as may be: But fhould your intentions be difhoneft, know 
that we fill have warriors fufficient to ftain your land with blood, 
aié'that it is our folemn determination to fell our lives with our 
rountry. | : But 
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- But peace is bef for all men ; we therefore defire you to confider 
well the bufinefs now in hand, and let us know your determination as 


:feon as pofhble.

I HAVE received your Excellency’s letter of yefterday, enclofing 
a copy of a reprefentation to you from the inhabitants of Pittfburg, 
relatively to their apprehenfions in confequence of the late defeat of 
the troops under Major General St, Clair. 

- I can, with great propriety, affure your excellency, that it is my 
earneft defire that all the expofed parts of the frontiers fhould be as ef- 
feftually proteéted, at the general expenfe, as the cafe may require. 

I fhall direé the fecretary of war to confer with your excellency 
upon this fubjeé, and to inform you of fuch meafures as have been 
direéted, and are in a train of execution.

We have the pleafure to inform our readers that there is fome rea- 
fon to doubt that part of the news received from Port-au-Prince relat- 
ing to the indifcriminate maffacre in the time of the late fire. Some 
further accounts are foon expeéted from that place, which we fhall 
lay before the public when they arrive. 

A detail of the late Expedition into the Indian Country is preparing, 
in which the feveral accounts of that unhappy affair willbe collected 
and methodifed with fome additional remarks.

Seftion 25, as amended and agreed to, authorifes the poftmafters 
ef Portfmouth, N. H. Bolton, Providence, New-York, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, Annapolis and Charlefton, S. C. to fend the letters to the 
houfes of the perfons, to whom addrefled, and to charge, for fueh 
conveyance, One cent on each letter, in addition to the poftage. 

The bufinefs of fending newfpapers by the mail, may with the 
greateft fecurity be put on a liberal footing. ‘The intercft of, printers 
is very little concerned jn the matter, but that of the public is and 
ought to be confidered as deeply involved. If by an eafy feafible plan 
the tranfportation of new{papers is facilitated, the ftreams of infor-_ 
mation wil be wide and copious, efpecially for a feafon ; but as in all 
other cafes where individuals diffufe their property, and increafe their 
debtors for fmall fums, and at a diltance, inevitable lofs enfues, fo it is 
in this of printing ; and nothing but the greateft facility and ¢ertainty 
in tranfporting the papers, will give the bufinefs of an extenfive cir- 
culation any degree of ftability | 

Late letters from Jamaica to a gentleman in Philadelphia, mention 
that the {pirit of revolt among the negrocs had at length reached va 
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{@and———that the white inhabitants were fincerely alarmed for their 
fafety, had proclaimed martial law, and were taking every precaution 
in their power to prevent a general infurreétion. The flame is {fpread- 
ing, and threatens the Weft-India iflands with ruin and devaftation. 

Accounts from Albany mention, that a gentleman from the Gencice 
country had arrived there and informed that the news of the defeat of 
the American army on the Miami, had reached there, both fiom De- 
troit and Buffaloe Creek, and is by them fated as follows :———That 
they killed 1200 Americans, took 7 pieces of cannon——200 oxen, 

a great number of hor{cs, but ne prifoners——and their lofs was 
enly 56. 

The army of Indians was fuppefed to be between 3 and 4000, and 

compofed of almoft every tribe from the Miami to the Miffifippi—that 
it was commanded by a Miffafago Indian, who had been in the Britifh 
fervice in the late war—that he planed and executed the attack con- 
trary to the opinion ofa majority of the chiefs—Their accounts of 
the commencement and continuance of the aftion agrees with Gener- 
al St. Ciair’s letter to the Secretary at war. 
- Capt. Brandt is friendly to the United States, particularly the 
Genefee fettlements—-the unfriendly Indians have fent him a meflage, 
that they have conquered the Americans, and intend paying him and 
the Senecas a vifit, on account of their not having joined them in the 
War. 

On Thurfday the 29th of Dec. laft, arrived at Philadelphia, fix In- 
dian chiefs from the Cherokee nation, one {quaw, and an interpreter. 
On Friday the chiefs, with the interpreter, paid a vilit to federal halt, 
After the houfe adjourned, they faluted the {peaker and feveral of the 
members, with that natural, unaffe€ted politcnefs peculiar to the an- 
cient inhabitants of this continent. 

Extraé of a letter from Maontpelrer (Vermont) dated December 5, 1791. 

“* A melancholy accident took place here Jaft Saturday morning, of 
which the following is an account. On Friday the ed inftant, being 
the day after Thank{giving in this ftate, the young people ia this 
neighbourhood affembled to {pend the evening in dancing.. Amongit 
others, two young gentlemen frem this town waited on two Mitles 
Hobarts of Berlin, on the other fide of Onion river. After having 
fpent the greater part of the night in merriment, they parted about two 
o'clock in the morning. The above mentioned couples having to cref{s 
the river in a canoe, they four (together with the ferryman) impru- 
dently get in all at once, and had not got far from fhore before the 
canoe overfet ; but by the exertions of the ferryman they righted her, 
and he, together with a Mr. Putnam, one of the young gentlemen, 
and one of the girls, got in; but in helping the other girl in, they un- 
fortunately overfet A fecond time. 

They then endeavoured for the fhore—Mr. Putnam, at the danger 
of his life, {wam afhore with the younger Mifs Hobart under his arm ; 
but were both of them fo far chilled as tobe unable to ftand, having 
{wam more than forty rods,as the water was high and the current 
fwift, before they reached the fhore, The ferryman got afhore by the 


help of the canoe; the other couple perifhed in the water. The
